Murderiug T^) of tlic Boys Who 
Had Mtle Fun of his 
Jiformily. 

lu August list prcat alarm was 
created iu th village of Incisa, near 
Florence, by tlio mysterious diaap- 
pearanco'of 'o children— a boy, nine 
years old, oiho morning of the 'list 
inst., and nither boy of eif,'ht the 
following eviiii^r. It was siippoHed 
that they mht have fallen into the 
Bfcream, wh» tbey went to fish and 
bathe, but P traces of them or their 
clothes coi.l bo found. iVll kind.s of 
oxaggeratu ideas got alloat in the-vil- 
laf^e, mo! pavtieularly as these -weru 
not the 6t childreu who had sudden- 
ly disapjai'ed, and it was asserted 
that thei were children killers in the 
adjoinittwood. On the 'iDtb, while 
one of tP women of the vilhij^o was 
arrangi? her hair at tlio back win 
dow of er room, she heard frightful 
shriekaicid recognized thtm as com- 
ing fro> Amerigo Turchi, a boy nine 
years (d, and that they proceeded 
from ts workshop of one Carlo Gran- 
di, a <xt carpenter. She ran down 
into t) street and alarmed the neigh- 
bors, ho made for the workshop, 
whicbhey found closed, the boy cry- 
ing Icdly for help from within. Af- 
ter vm attempts to get Oraiidi to ad- 
mit tlm, they burst open tliO door, 
and fand him struggling to force the 
boy iio a holo. Hi' ha^i cut tha boy 
fearfUy about the head, aud froiu his 
moutlblood was flowing, caused, as 
the olid afterward narrated, by a 
wedgifiraudi h;ul triinl to force into 
his moth to gag hi in. 

Aftt the man ^vas secured it was 
obaervd that somo of the bricks on 
tho lioring were loose, and on these 
beingemoved the first thing seen was 
a ohirs hand. The place was quick- 
ly du'up, and tho mutilated ubodies 
of thawo buys who had disappeared 
tea das before wtu'o discovered; aud 
on th&ole into which Grandi was 
try'nd» force Amerigo Turchi being 
eiamied. a number of otber cliild- 
ren's ones were foiuid at the i)ottoni. 
No soaer was tho thing known than 
tho v lage became a scene of liie wild- 
est ccitement, aud tho aothoritie.s 
had <i send off in hot haste for what- 
ever niiitarj- and police there were 
in th vicinity, and a Huilicient force 
arrivid just in time to save the wretch 
fron being lorn to pieces by thu popu- 
lace 

!t appears that tho mnvderer, 
Grtndi, was a deformed man of thmi- 
nuiva stature, high rounded Hhoiild- 
er^ very large head, upon which 
th»re was not a scraj) of Imir, niul vo- 
pdsivo features. As is too often tlio 
case in Italy, sufdi tinfoi'tiuiati; crea- 
tuies become the object of open pub- 
lic ridicule. The boys of Incisa had 
been in the habit of teasing and tor- 
menting Grandi and jjlayiiig all kinds 
of practical jokes on him, aiul it was 
in revenge for this that he luul, as op- 
portunity offered, enticed now one 
and then another of the ringleaders 
intoliis workshop, and there marder- 
ed thdm, burying them under the 
floor. 

Tap following story, now going the 
rounds of tho American press, Hlioidd 
be rncoivod witli souu! re'^crvation : — 

"Tho Duke of .Portlaiid is ihii mo.st 
eccentric, as well as one of tin! 
wealthiest, peers now living. He owns 
immensely valuable property in Lon- 
don, and his income is at least ^^.')()i)l)a 
day. Ho has a passion foi.' solitude. 
Though lie has two tiiie houses in 
Cavendish Hi[uare, few Loudom-.-i have 
over set eyes on him. Even at Wei- 
beck Abbey, where ho passes most of 
his time, he lives so much alone that 
he will not have any servants to 
wait on him at tlinner, but has an 
apparatus by whieli the table is lower- 
fid through tho Uoor '\.o tho kitohon 



when it wants replouisning. Not that 
it otton needs this, for the Duke has 
only two meals a day, at one of which 
half a chicken is served, and 
at the other meal tho otiier 
half. Occasionally ho has visi- 
tors at Wolbeck, but ho never sees 
them, though they may bo in tho 
house for weeks at a time. When ho 
drives out ho is conveyed in a voliiclo 
hung round with curtains, so that no- 
body can see in aud is drawn by .six Lllipu- 
tian ponies. The approaches to tho 
Abbey are subterranean, aud there 
are fifteen miles of tunnels on tho es- 
tate, all well ventilated, and many of 
them lighted day aud night, and adorn- 
ed with sculpture. Thoio is a splendid 
stable, where fifty hunters are kept, 
thougli tho Duko nevoi' hunts. Ho 
has a gallery of glass and iron a mile 
long, where they may exercise in all 
weathers. The Duko is now construct- 
ing threo entjrmous subterranean lib- 
raries and a subterranean church, and 
it has taken the workmen three years 
to excavate the ground. But that up- 
on which the Duke most prides him- 
self is his museum. It is constructed 
largely of glass, and lightotl by chan- 
deliers, each weighing a ton. It has 
taken ten years to fix the glass alouo, 
and UQW tho pictures are being hung. 
I'hey are very choice, as they ought 
to bo, seeing that tho Duko some time 
ago made a huge boiiliro of paintings 
which he did not think good enough, 
though they had cost many thousand 
[lounds. He has never bee married, 
and it is supposed has never been iu 
love, and, as he is seventy -five now, 
ho is not very likely to bo. 

All Egyptian Princess Burled. 

Tho Princess Hanem Zeinub — only 

15 years of ago — a favourite daughter 
of the Khedive of Egypt and wife of 
Ibrahim Pasha, died recently in Alex- 
andria of typhus fever following short- 
ly after her confinement. The Khedive 
aud hiu family, as well as his guests, 
the Snltau of Zanzibar and tho whole 
city of Alexandria were much disturb- 
ed by the sad event, and the theatre 
was closed for three days. The body 
was taken to Cairo the same day and 
placed in the Kasr-el-Nil palace. An 
immense concourse followed the body 
to tho depot in Alexandria, and hun- 
dreds of thousands of lire were dis- 
tributed among tho poor people. The 
interment took place in tho Kilall 
mosque on the following morning. 
Twenty-four bullocks, thirty camels, 
and tsveuty waggons were in the 
funeral procession. These animals 
were laden with broad, dates, co')kcd 
meats, and vegetables; tho waggons 
carried casks of water and of syrup, 
and all along the route distribution 
of the provisions »vns mad.o to tho 
poor. Eunuchs, meantime, threw 
■150,000 pieces of silver coin to the 
people who thronged the street. 
Three thousand priests, some clad in 
rich vestments of gold and silk, others 
half naked, followed the waggons, re- 
pealing prayers as they marched, and 
clapping ttieir hands. After then; 
came the family of the young Princess 
and high oliicials of stale, and then 
the coffin borne by officers of rank. 
Behind this walked three eunnchs, 
bearing on golden shools, copies of thci 
Koran, to be buried with the dpceas- 
ed, the coflln was of simple, 
rough hewn wood, and tho corpse 
was sewn up iu linen cloth, Ujioii the 
coffin were placed tho jewels of the 
I'rincess, wortli a million and a half dol- 
lar."!. After the burial tho priest slaugh- 
tered tho tiventy-four bulloukB before tho 
mcisque, roasted thoni, and ato thoiu up. 
Tho priestj romiiiuod for seven days lu 
the uei(;hborhood of llio gravo to i)riiy 
for tho Boul of tho departed. Tho Khe- 
dive was BO overoome with grief that he 
could not receivo any visits of condoleuoe.

On Monday morning the 'Stiindard' 
called for the carrying out of the 
Terms of Unioa in their iulogrity, and 
denounced the proposition to build 
the road by 1890 ua not being Batisfac- 
tory to British Columbia. Yoslorday 
morning it was vociferous in domaud- 
ing the fulfilment of the Carnarvon 
settlement and in denouncing the 
Mackenzie scheme of utilizing the 
"magnificent water strotchea." Now, 
if our contemporary will turn to Lord 
Carnarvon's award or .settlement, he 
will find that the utilization of the 
"magnificent water stretches" is espe- 
cially commended as a wise and good 
thing. If our contemporary wants the 
original terms adhered to, why does 
he ask for the Carnarvon settlement? 
and if he wants the Carnarvon settle- 
mjut carried out, how, in the name of 
common sense, can he find fault with 
the "magnificent water stretches." 
We have it on record in Hansard that 
an editor of tlio 'Stfuidiird' atood up 
in his place m Parliament nt Ottawa 
and declared that Mr. Mackenzie's 
railway scheme was a better one than 
the Macdonald scheme. The answer 
of oar contemporary to this will pro 
bably be that the remark was post- 
prandial, and that an honorable gen- 
tleman who had just dined with a 
Lord ahoald not be held to a strict ac- 
countability foi^ what be may have 
said while under the inllaence of the 
"rosy." But, then, the 'Standard' it- 
eelf declared that the Macdonald 
Bobeme was impracticable and the 
Mackenzie scheme all that Columbia 
requires to make her free, prosperous, 
contented and happy. "Was that, too, 
an after-dinner utterance ? If it was 
not, how is the present jumping about 
from side to side, like a pea on a hot 
stove-cover, to be accounted for. 
On Monday we have the organ hunti ng 
with the hounds, and on Saturday 
running with the hare. We fear that 
the old saying, "too many cooks spoil 
the broth," will be found to apply to 
the organ's case, for it is consistent in 
nothing — not even in its abuse of the 
Mackenzie Goyernment!

Adultekatio.n of Foon Act.— This 
Act went into force yi England on 
Oct. let. Some of its proviaioDS ore 
important. The term "food" now in. 
eludes every article used for or drank 
by man other than water, and "drng.s " 
includes medicine for internal or qh- 
ternal use. The Act applies to the 
United Kingdom. Hitherto it was 
sufficient to show that an article sold 
was adulterated, and numerous per- 
sons were fined for selling commodi- 
ties as they received them. Tho law 
now is that if a defendant can prove 
to tho satisfaction of the Court that 
he has purchased the article in ques- 
tion as tba same in nature, substance, 
And quality as that demanded of him 
bj' the prosecutor, "and with a writ 
ten warrantee to that effect," and that 
he had no reason to believe at the 
time when he sold it that the article 
was otherwise, he is to be discharged 
from the prosecution, but to be 
liable' to costs unless he had given 
due notice that he should rely on that 
defence. The Act -prohibits tbe nii.x;- 
ing of injurious ingredients and selling 
the same, under heavy penalties, with 
an exception in cabe of proof of ab- 
sence of knowledge. It nui.st l)o .shown 
that an article is injurious to licaltli 
and cannot be us'vd fnuuliilontly to in- 
crease the bulk of tho inferior quality 
of the article. The Act provide.s for 
the appointment of analysts in the 
United Kingdom. Any purcljasor of 
an article of food or drug can have it 
analysed at an expense of 10a. 6d. A 
medical oflicor, inspector of nuiHances, 
or a police constable, acting under di- 
rections, can procure a sample and 
submit it to be analysed, add a pex- 
son refusing to sell the same is to be 
liable to a penalty not oxoeoding CIO. 
On and after 1st, -Tanuary iinxl t(3.i ia to 
be examined by the Cuhiouih on im- 
portation, luul if unlit for hiiiimii food 
is to bo furfoitod and destroyed.

The Hesquiot Tragedy- 

Kov. Father Kirley and Mossrs. P. j\Io- 
Teirnan and T. Bnrnea waited upon if is 
Excellency Gov. Trutch, yesterday, and 
a council was hold at tho close of which 
tho geiitlonioii woro informed that the 
Govtu-nmont ileclined to send tho gun- 
boat or any boat to Barclay Sound. Mr. 
MuTieruan tlion asked if the Govornmout 
would give any assistance towards paying 
the expense of chartering a steamer, and 
Dr. Ash said they were willing to do all 
tliey could. The Isabel has since boon 
ohartered and will .start, if possible, with 
tho Bi.shop, Dr. Walkom, w"ho volunteer- 
od his .services, and tho Suporinleiuleut 
of Police, as Roon as she returns from tlio 
Nation's Hodo at Esquimalt. for wbioli 
place she loft about ouo o'clock. It is 
only fair to tlio Caotain of tho Il'toket to 
say that he declared himself ready to start 
at once for the Wett Coast if the Govern- 
mont would give him orders to do so. 

Since the ahove was iu typu wo lo<»rn 
that tho Govornment have reconsidered 
their decision, and H. M gunboat Rocket 
I' ft libout 11 o'olook p. in. yesterday with 
Bishop Seghors, Father Kirloy and Dr. 
Walkom for Barclay Sound— 36 hours 
having elapsed sinoe news of the shooting 
was received. It is to be hoped that tho 
aid thus tardily rendered may yet bo in 
time. 



Father Brabant's Diary- 

Wo are indebted to Right Rov. Bishop 
Soghers for Father Brabunt's diary of 
events during the small-pox panic on 
the West Coast. TJ^e faithful priest muwt 
have been shot shortly after the last 
entry: 

Hesquiot. 14th October, 

Mission S. Heart. 

Mr Lord: — I despatched a letter to 
your Loniship yesterday, per 'Thornton.' 

Just as tho boat was leaving, news was 
brought to tlio camp that 15 IMoiietsats 
Indians iiad died of small Dox. The news 
causes immonso eioitement in Hesquiot, 
and I propose to write things down as 
they occur. 

Oct. 13. — The Indiana assomblo and 
tho news is narrated. Besides, it ia re- 
ported that the Mouotsata aro obout to 
to Rome to Hesquiot, iu order to kill as 
many Hesqaiots as Mouetsats have died. 
.Speeches about self defence, al)out j)ro- 
venting tho disease from coming around, 
aro made from morning till night. Fright 
and consternation is general. Towards 
evening firing of guns in the direction of 
the lake. Girls and boys uttering wails 
and shrieks. 

Got. 14.— About 11 o'clock, an Indian 
canoe arrives from the direction of Noot- 
ka Sound. Si.t Hesquiota go to meet her 
and forbid her from corning no.ir the 
camp. It happens to bo Tom that comes 
from ..Machelat with his wife and ohild. 
Ho is Kept outsido of tho harbor, but his 
father goes to meet him with a doctor- 
woman and exht rta him to arrive. He 
comes— all tho Indians are down on him. 

The sickness of Nootka Sound fright- 
ens bim home. I vaccinate him and his 
\Tife and ohild. 

At 5y, p. in. tho Indians are assombled 
in a houso. Immonso excitement and 
noise. Some Indians are in the bush 
howling and growling. Superstitious 
prayers. 

Oct. IG — Friday. I had made up mj- 
mind to visit all tho houses on Saturday 
morning. Saturday morning tho Muhaiie 
Indians coma home supposing it to be 
Sunday. Am detained by them. They 
learn news is brought that Hesquiot's 
chief's wife is dead. I go to tho ranch 
to tell tho Indians to leave tho Tyhee's 
house. Exhort them to wear clean cloth- 
ing and to clean their houses. I. vacci- 
nate ail the tribe. 

Oct. 17.— All at Church. After Mass 
three cases of small pox. I baptize Char- 
ley'a and mother and aunt. Touch- 
ingly good dispositions of both dying 
Christians. 

Oct 18. — Tho two Indians (Christians) 
are dead. I dig the grave with Dick and 
Tsoqiiiot. No one is willing to bury 
them. Shouting in my houae! 

At last a Gape Flattery man volunteers, 
and seven others imitate his example. 
Cries of fear as they auproiich tho house. 
Ojien one side of it, seo both decoased. 
The Indians stand at a distance, palo 
with fear and chewing tobacco. Capo 
Flattery man enters with mo. lioU 
Charley's father in two red blankets and 
his sister is co'sered with two black onei. 
I carry out both with Capo Flattery man 
and (Iharloy'fl father-in law; wo lay thom 
in a canon. Tho cauoe is pulled by all 
the men. The rain falls in showers. G.ile 
of easterly wind. Cannot make a grave. 
Leave tho canoe under a big tree anti 
cover it with two large cedar boards. R . 
I. P. 

Indians come to my house — throwing 
ui> from chewing tobocco. 

There is still i.ine case of small pox; tho 
patient is tho Ohief'H sistor. .She says 
she i.s getting; bettor. 

Old. r.). — Universal .silpnco. Towards 
ovouiug baptize Chief's sister. Sad spec- 
tacle, dogs where the dead bodies lay, 
and cats licking the blood. 

Oct. 20. — Chiuf's sister is deud. No one 
willing to bury her. u^citeFnent by 

way of speeclifis. At liwt tho old ch:-_-' 
and Tsoquit consent to accompany luo 
Horrible sight (jf tlio deceased, roll hi-r 
into a canoe and drag it into tlio bush 
I'etur nccmsto have small-pox also, order 
him to bo r.lone in a little hut away from 
the ranch. 

Two Indians bring news from Moisot 
sat thot all those who have buried tha 
dead aro going to die. Now oxcitomont. 
Otlior Indians mako one tiiilian leavo the 
ranch because ho has been in Victoria. 

Origin of sickness, Charley's mother 
a doctor, does the mcdiuino on a Mouet 
sat Indian woman. Gives the sickness to 
her hnsbandiwho dies. The chief's sis- 
tor does the medicine on Charley's 
iiiotlipr, fdio also dies. The cliit^f's wifo 
hvus with the cliief'a si.stor who has tho 
small-pox, dies also. Charley's father is 
taken caro of by his sister; she is found 
dead with him tho same morning. 

The Indians all at m.aaa morning nud 
evening, all the Indians sing "Sachalo 
Taihe. All at raassi, groat silence, groat 
attention during mans.

Oct. 21. — Peter is out in tho direction 
of Muttape, bis wife saya in the evening 
that ho is getting well. 

Oct. "22. — No cases of small pox. Potor 
is gotiinp well, Tho Indians aio quite 
hupipy becaUKo tho Rickntus aooma to bo 
over.

The Oldest Unilway iu the World. 



On the 2Ttb ultimo, the North-East - 
^rn Railway Comiiauy was to cele- 
orate, at Darliugtoii, tho fiftioth an- 
liversury of tho completion and open- 
ing of ytockton and Darlington llail- 
.va}', tho first of railroailn oporatod by 
itoam. The projector was a quakcr, 
named Edward PeasG, who had, as 
nig'ht be expected, very proat dilH- 
•-ulties to surmount in forming a com- 
pany and getting the stock taken up. 
L'ho people,, to bo afterwards greatly 
md directly benefited by the road, 
idiculed t&o undertaking, and fore- 
old its failure and theruin of all hav- 
ing any connection with it. Tho mer- 
oliants and ship-owners of Stockton 
Ireaded tho wbolo thing so much that 
Iw'ss than twenty shares were subscrib- 
ed iu tho town. The faithful and 
h )pefal qimker persoverr-d, neverthe- 
esH, and converted a suQlciont nuin- 
i )or of tlio .Sociiety of Frieiid.s to final- 
1 y succe d inj rotting tho luuney ntces- 
wu-y for coiiipletiii;.,' and eqoipping 
lio railway, although tho opposition 
o tho Act of Incorporation, of the Duko 
f Clove a.id and others of iufluence, 
vaH hard to ovoioiue. The colobr.it- 
d Goorgo Sieplioiisoa was appointed 
iiiginoer of tho eompiuy, at a j^salary 
)£ i;300 per annum, under whose eye 
■jha work was completed. It was at 
irst contemplated to build a wooden 
ramwny.biit Stevenson recominondod 
lUiillcable iron rails. These woro 
ioiind too expensive, and tho rosult- 
vai the rails used weio half mallea- 
le iron and half oast iron. The total 
cost for consti uciiiig the twenty-live 
nilos and oquipmoiit with rolling stock 
>vaH £125, UOU. Tho formal opening 
of this lirst public railway took pliico 
on the 27th of September, 182.3, and 
by tho Durham '■Ohrouicle"of the 8th 
October, 18'25, is thus described: — 

"On Tuesday su'iiiiigbt that great 
work, the Darlington and Stockton 
Railway, was foniially opened by 
the proprietors for the use of tho 
|)ublic.lt is a single railway of twenty- 
tivo miles in length, and will open the 
London market to tho collieries in tho 
western part of tho county of Durham, 
as well as facilitate the obtaining of 
fuel to the country alon<; its line and 
tho northern part of Yorkshire. The 
lino of railway extends from tho col- 
lieries in a direction nearly west to 
east from Witton Park and Etuerly, 
near AVest .Vucklaiid, to Stocktou- 
upon-Tees, with branches to Dar- 
lington, Yarm, &c., and is .chiefly 
composed of marioabld iron rails. At 
tho western exlroinity of the line, a 
deep ravine occurs at the river Gaun- 
less, on tho siuniuit of the hills, on 
each side of which pennaucnt steam 
engines are fixed for the purpose of 
convjByiug the goods across the two 
ridges. Tho engine on the western 
side of tbo vale is called tho Etherly 
engine, and that on tho eivstoru side 
the Brusseilon engine, the latter of 
which, in addition to conveying the 
goods up from West Auckland, also 
continues the transit down tho eastern 
side of the nd.ge. Beluw this, to the 
east, the country, though undulating, 
is pretty Hat, and the conveyance is 
performed by locomotive engines. To 
give eclat to the public opening of the 
road a programme was issued stating 
that tho propiaetors would assemble 
at tho perinaiieut steam engine, below 
Brusselton Tower, about 9 miles west 
of Darlington, at 8 o'clock. Accord- 
ingly tho committoo, after inspecting 
the Etherly engine plane, assembled 
at the bottom of Brusselton engine 
plono, near West Auckland, and here 
tho carriages, loaded with coals and 
merchandise wore tlrawa. up tho eas- 
tern riilgo by tho Brusselton engine, 
a diatanco uf 1,1)GU yards, in seven 
and u half niiiiutes, and then lower- 
ed down tho piano on tho oast, side of 
tho hill, 8'Jl) yanls, iu fivo minutes. At 
the loot of tho piano the locomotive 
engine was ready to receive the car- 
riages, apd here the novelty of the 
scene and tho fineness of tho ilav had 
attracted an iiuineuso coiicouiso of 
spectators, tho holds i.u oach siiie cf 
'die railway being liiorully covoiod 
ivith ladies and gentleujon on hor.^o- 
back and pedestrians of all kinds. 
Ine train of cariiages was then attach- 
ed to a locomotive of the most im- 
proved coi.slructiou, and built by Mr. 
George Stt phenson, in the following 
order: — !. Locomotive eiigiuo, with 
llio engineer (.\lr. Stephenson) and as 
sistants; 3. Tender, \>iili cuals 
and water; next, six waggons 
loaded with coals and flour; then an 
elegant covered coavdi with tlij com- 
mittee and olhor proprictui-s of tho 
railway; tlinii twciity-oiio waggons fit- 
ted op on toe occHMua for passen- 
gors; and, lust of all, six waggons 
lc)adod with coals, making altogether 
a train of 3S caniagOH,i^.\clusiYo of the 
oiigiiio and tender. Tickets woro dis- 
tributed to tlio number of I3()U, for 
those whom il was intended should 
ocoupy tho coach and waggons, but 
such was the pressure and crowd that 
both loaded and empty ourriagos wero 
instantly filled with passengers. Tho 
signal being given tho ongiuc started 
oil' with this iiiinioiiso train of car- 
riages, and horo tho scone became 
most interestiug-^the horsemen gal- 
loping across the fields to accompany 
tlio engine, uml tlio juioiiie on foot 
running on each siilo of tlio road, ou- 
doavoring in vain to hocp up with tho 
cavalcade. Tho ongino arrived in 
Stockton in tbroo hours and so von 
minutos after leaving Darlington, in- 
cluding stops, tho distance being near- 
ly t welvn miles, which is at tho rate 
of four niiloH an hour; and upon the 
loved part of tho riuhvay the number 
of ])aHsungors in tlio waggons wero 
counted about ouO, and sovoral moro 
clung to tho carriages on each side — 
so that tho wbolo number could not be 
leB« tbaa QOO—wbiob, with tbo otb«r{ 



load, would amount to about eighty 
tons. Nothing could exceed the beau- 
ty and grandeur of tho scone. Through- 
out tho whole distance tho fields and 
lanes wore covered with elegautly- 
dresHed females and all descriptions of 
spectators. . In contemplating the 
events of tho day, either in a national 
point of viow or as the efforts of a com- 
pany of individuals finding a speedy, 
efBcacious and certain means of traffic 
to a wide and extended district, it 
alike excites the deepest interest and 
admiration; and the immense train of 
carriages covered with people formed 
a load of from eighty to ninety tons, 
gliding, as it were smoothly and ma- 
jestically along tho railway through 
files of apectato.-s at such an astonish- 
ing rate of speedi left an impression 
on those who witnessed it that will 
never be forgot." 

The Sen Serpent. 

[From thft ToIogrjiJh, Sapt. I7.J 

The soa captian who saw and near- 
ly captured tho .^ea serpent, writes the 
following to the "Telegraph" upon the 
subject: — 

Sir, — ily attention has been called 
to your article in to-days paper on the 
above subject, but I cannot hold with 
the tone of your remarks, because they 
are written iu a sarcastic way, and 
seen to imply that such creatures are 
not existent. Now, Sir, I, the writer 
of this, have with my own eyes seen a 
soa serpent, and, what is more, very 
nearly succoedod in capturing him. It 
was twelve years ago, and I was in 
charge of a small brig trading between 
this port and the coaft of Ireland. It 
was about eleven p. m., and wo wore 
about fifty miles, as near as I could 
judge, olT St. David's Head, with the 
moon just rising, when I and my four 
shipmates distinctly saw this strange 
creature approaching the brig< Some fifty 
or sixty feet in length wo OOilId plainly see 
of his body, and as he came nearer, the 
Bparkle of his eyes. Through a glass 
could be observed his head oocasionally 
coming up six or eight feot out of tho 
water. Well, he gambolled and frisked 
about for somo time, going right round 
tho brig, and then kept parallel with oar 
course on the starboard buam, when we 
wore tho brig round, and determined to 
get closer to bim, and, if possible, cap- 
ture him. We got ready a stout rope 
with a- running noose to capture him like 
if he would let ue. Well, getting the 
brig before the wind, and a smart breeze 
springing up, wo ran down close to him, 
and that it was a gigantio sea serpent 
there could bo no manner of doubt. One 
of my hands, John Abes, got on the fore- 
castle, or rather, I should say, on tho 
bowsprit and hove the rope right at his 
head when within forty yards ofhim. Un- 
fortunately, however, Abes, to make sure 
of catching him, used all his force, and 
foil overboard himself, and in the confu- 
sion of throwing ropes to haul him on 
boord ,the serpent got cousidorably farthi r 
away, and I suppose being frightened, 
made off. We noticed him dive down, 
come np some hundred yards away, and 
then we saw him scudding away at a 
groat rate. So there is no mistake about 
tliis sea serpent being a reality. An 1 
more; I met once, soon after this, a man 
that was one ot tho crew of the DieJalus, 
and his dcscriptiou o' ^rhat ho and his 
olQcers and ship's company saw agreed 
witb what I and my shipmates noticed. I 
sent an aoooant of this to a Cork news- 
paper at the time,'

Tho Captain's ietter elicits the fol 
lowing in corroboration of tho oir 
cumstanoe: — Sib, — I quito agree with 
yonr oorrespoudvat, Mr. 'Taylor, as 
to yonr article on the sea serpent, 
and can corroborate his statement thus 
far. Being ns Tenby at that very time 
with wifo and family, and Tenby being 
a very slow place twelve years ago, I was 
induced to go for a night's fishing with 
a professional, David Williams by namu, 
by way of a change. About daybroak 
we saw the beast or flsh travelling about 
fifteen miles an hour, bringing h s 
lengthy body up in semicircles. au<l then 
shouting violently forwaril Mr. Taylor 
has, I should think, undorestiiuatoil the 
length. AcconliUi; to our calculation, 
wheu tho aniiuul was swiimniog with its 
body in zigzag fashion, it was about 
eighty feot in length, which would be 
quite double that when straight. Hoping 
this subject will bo ventilatud until our 
veritable a(!couuts have been substantiat- 
ed. I remain yonni obodiontly.
